FELLOW CITIZENS 
We have assem- 


blerrto repeat the public ceremonial be- 
gun by Washington, observed by all my 
predecessors, aud now a time honored 
custom whlcn marks the commencement 
of a new term of the Presidential office. 
Called to the duties of this great trust, 
I proceed, in compliance with usage, 
to announce somi; of the leading princi- 
ples on the subjects that now chietly en- 
gage the public attention, by which it is 
my desire to be guided in the discharge 
of these duties.

Difficult and embarrassing ques- 
tions meet us at the threshold of this 
subject. The people of these States are 
still impoverished, and the inestimable 
blessing of wise, honest and peaceful 
local self government is not fully enjoy- 
ed.

tion ol things, the fact is clear that in 
the progress ot events the time has come 
when such governmen is an imperative 
necessity required by all the varied in- 
terests, public and private, of these 
States. But it must not be forgotten 
that only a local governmenttwhich rec- 
ognized and maintained inviolate the 
nghts of all, is a true self-government, 
with respect to two distinct races, whose 
peculiar relations to each other having 
brought upon us the deplorable compli- 
cations and perplexities which exist in 
these States.

Republicans or Democrats, but fellow 
citizens and feltow men to whom tbe in- 
terests of common country and common 
humanity aro dear. 


THE COLOR QUESTION. 


The sweeping revolution of the entire 


labor system] of a large portion of our 
country and the advance of four mil- 
lions of people from a condition of ser- 
vitude to that of citizenship upon an 
equal footing with their former masters, 
could not occur without presenting a 
problem of gravest moment, to be dealt 
with by the emancipated race, by their 
foimer masters and by the general gov- 
ernment, tbe author of the act of eman- 
cipation. That it was a wise, juat and 
providential act, fraught with good for 
all concerned, is now generally conced 
ed throughout the eountry. 
That a 


moral obligation rests upon the Nation- 
al Government to employ its constitu- 
tional power and influence to* establish 
tbe rights of the people it bas emancipa- 
ted aud to protect them in the enjoyment 
of those rights when they are infringed 
or assaulted, is also generally admitted. 
The evila which affect the Southern 
Statea can only be removed or remedied 
by tho harmonious efforts of both races, 


political parties of the country in declaring 
their principles prior to election, gave a 
prominent place to tbe subject of a reform 
of our civil service, recognizing and strong- 
ly urging Us necessity in terms almost 
identical in their specific import with those 
I have here employed, must be accepted as 
conclusive argument in behalf of these 
measures. It must be regarded as tht ex- 
pressed and united TOiee aad wiBofthe 
whole country upon this subject, and bow 
political parties are virtually pledged to 
rive it their unreserved support. 
The 


President of the United Stated, of aecessi 
ty owes his election to office to tht suffrage 
and zealous laborr of political party mem- 
bers, which he will cherish with ardor and 
regard as of essential importance,the prin- 
ciples of their party organization, but he 
should strive to be always mlntrul of the 
fact that he serves his party beat who 
serves the country best. In the furtherance 
of the reform we seek, and in other impor- 
tant respects a chang eof great importance, 
I recommend an amendment to tb<. Consti- 
tution prescribing a term of six years for 
tbe Presidential office, and forbidding a 
re-election. With respect to the financial 
condition of the country, I shall not at- 
tempt an extended history of the embar- 
rassment and prostration which we have 
suffered during the past three years; the 
depression in all our varied commercial 
and manufacturing interests throughout 
the country, which began September, 1873. 
That there are indications all around us of 
a coming change to more prosperous times. 
Upon the currency question, intimately 
connected as it Is with this topic, I may 
be permitted to repeat here the statement 
made in my letter of acceptance, that, in 
my judgment, the feeling of uncertainty 
inseparable from an irredeemable paper 
currency, with its fluctuations of values, is 
one of the greatest obstacles of a return to 
prosperous times. Tbe only safe paper 
currency is one which rests upon a coin 
basis, and is at all times, and promptly, 
converted in coin. 
I adhere to the views heretofore express- 


ed by me in favor of congressional legisla- 
tion m behalf of early resumption of specie 
payments, and am satisfied not only In 
this wise, but the interests as well as the 
public sentiments of the country impera- 
tively demand it. Passing from these re- 
marks upon the condition of our owo 
country to consider our relations with 
other lands, we are reminded by the inter- 
national complications abroad threatening 
the peace of Europe, that our traditional 
rule of non-interference in the affairs of 
foreign nations has proved ef great value 
in past times, and ought to be strictly ob- 
served. The policy inaugurated by my 
honored predecessor, President Grant, «f 
submitting to arbitration grave questions 
in dispute between ourselves and foreign 
powers, points to the new and incompara- 
bly tbe best instrumentality for the pres- 
ervation of peace, and will, as I believe, 
become a beneficent example of the course 
ta be pursued in similar emergencies by 
other nations.

actuated by motives of mutual sympa- 
thy and regard, and while in duty bound 
and fully determined to protect the 
rights ol all by every constitutional 
means at the disposal of my administra- 
tion, I am sincerely anxious to use every 
legitimate influence in favur of honest 
and efficient local government as the 
true resource of those Stales for the pro- 
motion of contentment and prosperity 
of their citizens. la this effort I shall 
make to accomplish this purpose, I ask 
the cordial co-operatioB of all who cher- 
ish an interest in the welfare of the 
country, trusting that party ties and 
prejudice of race will be freely surren- 
dered in behalf of the great purpose to 
be accomplished in the important work 
of a restoration of the South. 


It is not the political situation alone 


that merits attention. The material de- 
velopment cf that section of country 
has been arrested by the social and polit- 
ical revolution through which it has 
passed, and now deserves the consider- 
ate care of the National Government 
within the just limits prescribed by the 
Constitntion and a wise public economy. 
But at the basis of all prosperity for tbat 
as well as for every other part of the 
country, is tbe improvement of the in- 
tellectual and moral condition of the 
people. Universal suffrage should rest 
upon universal edcation. 


To this end, liberal and permanent 


provision should be made for the sup- 
port of frue schools by Statt govern- 
ments, and if need b«, supplement by 
legitimate aid from national authority. 
Let me assure yon, my countrymen of 
Southern States, tbat it is my earnest 
desire to regard and promtte fhtls tru- 
est interests, the interests of white and 
colored people both and equally, and to 
pat forth me beat efforts in behalf of a 
civil policy which will forever wipe out 


close of a political contest marked by the 
excitement which usually attends the con- 
tests between great political parties whose 
members espouse and advocate with ear- 
nest faith their respective creeds. Tne 
circumstances were perhaps in no respect 
extraordinary save In thu closeness and 
the consequent uncertainty of result, for 
tbe first time in tbe history of the country. 
It bad been deemed best. In view of the 
peculiar circumstances of the case, tbat the 
questions in dispute with reference to the 
counting of tbe Electoral votes shonld be 
referred to tbe decision of a tribunal ap- 
pointed for this purpose. That tribunal 
was composed of men of long established 
reputation for Integrity and Intelligence, 
and with the exception of those who are 
members of tbe Supreme Judiciary, chosen 
equally from both political parties. Its 
deliberations were entitled to tbe fullest 
confidence of the American people. Its 
decisions hare been patiently waited for 
and accepted as legally conclusive by tbe 
general judgment of the public. For the 
present, opinion will widely vary as to the 
wisdom of tbe several conclusions an- 
nounced by that tribunal. This is to be 
anticipated in every instance where mat- 
ters of dispute are made tbe subject of ar- 
bitration under tbe forms of law. Human 
judgment is never unerring and is rarely 
regarded as otherwise than wrong by the 
unsuccessful party in tbe contest. The 
fact that twe great political parties have in 
this way settled a dispute in regard to 
which (good men differ u to the law no 
less than as to the proper course lo be pur- 
sued in solving the question in controver- 
sy, is an occasion for general rejoicing. 
Upon one point there is an entire unanim- 
ity in public sentiment, that the conflicting 
claims to the Presidency must be amicably 
and peaceably adjusted, and that when so 
adjusted the general acquiescence of tbe 
nation ought surely to follow. It has 
been reserved for a government of the peo- 
ple where the right of suffrage is nmvenal, 
to give to the world the first example In 
the history of a great nation in the midst 
of a struggle of opposing parties for power 
of hushing Its party tumults, to yield tbe 
tisue of the contest to adjustment, accord- 
ing to forms of law, looking for guldanos 
of that Divine hand by which destinies of 
nations and individuals are shaped, and I 
call on yon, Senators, Representatives, 
Judges, fellow citizens, beta and every- 
where, to unite with ma in earnest 
efforts to secure to our country the 
blessing, not only of material pros- 
perity, but of Justice, peace and union. 
A won depends not upon tbe constraint of 
farce, but upon the levini devotion of a 
free people, that all things may be so 
ordered and settled upon the best and 
sureet ftundatitns, and piety may he es- 
tablished among us lor all generations.

33ue of yesterday. 
The history of the pursuit and capture 
t Huffman forma a narrative of almost 
ramatic interest, and adds new laurels 
o Marshal Haworth's reputation as a 
hrewd detective. 
After picking up the 


its of evidence which, connected Huff- 


man with the murder^ and in obedience 
o the request of the authorities of Piatt 
ounty, he took the case lu hand. By 
means uot necessary to detail heio, he 
earned that Huffman and 
Delbridge 


eft the home ot the latter in company, 
nth ihe intention uf going lo Oiegon 
r Califoiiiia. lie endeavored lo over 
ake them at St. Louis, by the aid of the 
elegraph, but was a lew houis too late, 
le concluded to lollow them, the only 
means of idtutityiug the man he was 
fter being a. photogruph aud the knowl- 
dge that he had with him a zinc-cor 
red trunk. Armed with a requisition 
rora Gov. Cullom, he otuiled on the 
7th ot January. 
,,Upon his arrival in 


an Francisco he found that the two 


men had registered their names in the 
hipping oillce, and had gone to Pol- 
and, Oregon. He took the first steamer 
or that place, arriving there on the 13lh 
f February. The same day he received 
telegram conveying the information 
:iat they had been lu Salem 
Accord- 


ngly, he went thereon the 14th, ,.nd, in 
ornpany with the.Marshal of the.city,en- 
eavored to get track of tuem. But no 


notel register bore their names, and the 
ialem officer proposed to give up the 
search in despair. Haworth told him 
hat the men had certainly been there, 
and he proposed to find them. He went 
o work "on his own hook," and at a 
German boarding house he first got on 
heir track, by pretending to be a .sel- 
ler in search of a suitable location. He 
nquired if there had been any Illinois- 
ana about there recently, and learned 
hat two men fiom this stale had stop- 
>ed there in the latter part of Jan- 
uary. 
The drayman was found who 


lad taken their trunks to the depot, and 
10 remembered that one of them was 
:overed with zinc. Learning that they 
tad gone to Oiegon City he next went 
o that place. By pursuing the same 
course followed at Salem he soon found 
uuibelf on the right track. The keeper

gaged in getting out ties for the railroad 
company. They arrived at the cabin 
late m the afternoon, and found nobody 
but Mm. Meyers and her children about 
the premises. Haworth at once made 
known his business, aud found out that 
the long nought murderer was at last 
within his grasp. He told the woman 
that Huffman was a murderer, and that 
it wan a wonder her husband had not 
been uiurdeied already, and she became 
at once his willing ally. He told her to 
go about her household duties as usual, 
and not to allow the children to go out 
to where the men were at work, so as 
to give tlie^alarm.

Then Uie Portland 
officer, McCoy, who lud accompanied 
the Marshal but a single day and part of 
a night, deu.anded the exorbitant sirtn 
of $250 for his services, and upon Hft- 
worth s refusal to pay aoy .such oulia- 
treoua price the fellow visited several 
lawyers in order to see if he could not 
prevent the sailing of the Marshal and 
his prisoner. By the intervention of the 
Portland Chief, howev.er,. the. matter wu 
compromised by the payment uf $150— 
a sum at least threo times an large as it 
should have been — *ud John and his 
prisoner sailed in the Ajax. The voy- 
age to San Francisco was a stormy one, 
and occupied ten- days. Afler resting a 
day in San Francisco the overland jour- 
ney was begun on Wednesday of last 
week, aud ended by a safe arrival in De- 
catur yesterday atteruoon. 
Huffman 


was lodged in jail here, and will be ta 
ken to Monlicello to-morrow. 


A reporter of this paper visited Huff- 


man at the county j.iil this forenoon, 
and found him to be exceedingly reti- 
cent with reference to his connection 
wilh the mm del, saying that he had 
nothing to say on ihe su'ijVct.
